SAGACITY OF A DOG. 

The Dog has long been regarded as excening 
every other species of the brute creation in its at- 
tachment to man. e For domestic uses, no animal 
has been found more serviceable to the human 
‘ace, and its actions have so often bordered on 
ratiocination, that many incidcats which have been 
related are deemed altogether incredible. Yet 
still the reader may regard the following narra- 
tion as an absolute fact, however much of impro- 
bability there may appear in it to an unreflecting 
mind. 

Donald Archer, a grazier, near Paislev, Scot- 
land, had long kept a fine dog, for the purpose of 
attending his cattle on the mountains, a service 
which he performed with the greatest vigilance.

From the Biographical account of Public Chgracters 
of ali nuiions. 


MRS. FRY. 


The following memor of a lady who may with 
propriety be called the female Howard, is given 
by Madame Adele du Thou, in her History of the 
| Quakers; and it does such justice to the benevo- 
}lent subject of it, that it is mserted without a- 

bridgement: 

| “lizabeth Gurney, (now Mrs. Fry,) the third 
'dauchter of Mr, John Gurney, of Eariham Hall, 
lin the county of Norfolk, was born in 1789, she 
l had the misfortune to lose her mother when very 
young, and was thus at an early age, in some Mex- 
sure, abandoned to lcr ewn guidance. Her fa- 
ther, though a member of the Society of Friends, 
was by ho means stiri and suffered his children 
to enjoy greater freedom than is usually permitted 
among imdividuals of that society, Elizabeth Gur- 
ney Wus accustomed to mix much w ih society, and 
she enjoved all the advantages of birth, fortune 
and education: she was about seventeen years of 
age when she first visited London ; Was anxious 
to see every thing, and havmg participated for a 
period in all the gay amusements of the capital, 
she returned to Norfolk. A short time afier her 
return, some members of the society, (as is custo- 
mary among the Friends) came to Earlham to 
make a family visit. This suddenly wrought a 
transformation in the habits of the whole family; 
all became more serious, and seemed to feel the 
influence of the holy visit: Elizabeth, in particular, 
was deeply penetrated by the evangelical lectures 
which she heard. 

In a mind like hers, a religious impression was 
not likely to be transitory; too pious and too well 
informed, to confine herself to useless forms of de- 
votion, she proved her faith by her labours, and 
soon prevailed on her father to convert one of the 
apartments of Earlham Hall into a school room. 
Mere she daily received four and twenty poor chil. 
dren, to whom she read and explained the bible. 
She assumed the simple garb of the Quakers, and 
renounced ail kinds of amusements. In 1800 she 
married Mr, Fey, whose generous and. amiable 
character fully justifies her chyice. Far from op- 
posing her benevelent labours, he facilitated them, 
and afforded her ample means of relieving the un- 
fortunate by annually placing at her disposal a 
considerable sum which she applies entirely to the 
benefit of the poor. Mrs. Fry’s lite is devoted to 
acts of virtue, and her time is almost wholly oc- 
cupied in charitable missions. She makes no dis. 
tinction; the unfortunate are brothers, whatever 
be their country or religion: sorrow is every where 
the same, and bénevolence should be universal. 
\trs, Fry is at once a physician to the body and 
the soul; she cofnforts and feeds the poor, and 
supplies thent with clothes and with bibles, and 
thus she explains and teaches the gospel. She 
even administers succour to criminals ; she regards 
vice merely as a disease, and never withholds as- 
sistance from the sick. 

Mrs. Fry, on being informed of the deplorable 
state of the female prisoners in Newgate, resolved 
to relieve them. She applied to the governor for 
leave of admittance ; he replied, that she would in. 
cur the greatest risk in visiting that abode of ini- 
qaity and disorder, which he himsclf scarcely 
dared to enter: he observed, that the language 
she must hear, would inevitably disgust her, and 
made use of every argument to prevail on her to 
relinquish her intention, Mrs, Fry said she was 
fully aware of the danger to which she exposed 
herself, and repeated her solicitations for permis- 
sion to enter the prison. The governor advised 
her not to carty in with her either her purse, or 
her watch, and Mrs. Fry d—*I thank thee,

LATEST FROM FRANCE. ; 

By the arrival of the Cadmus. Captain 
Wiiitlock, in 48 days from Havre, says 
the editors of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser, we are put in possession of Pa- 
ris advices to the S0th of June—three days 
later than our Jast dates. As the first en- 
quiry of our readers will of course bes 
“ what news from Spain ! W e answer, 
«“ nothing very important.” The official 
account of the defeat of the rear guard of 
Ballastetos, and the capture of Alciras, a 
smail town upon the Jucar, and also of the 
fortress of Tortosa, on the Ebro, are the 
chief military details. More troops are 
preparing to enter Spain, and the blockad- 
ing squadron before Cadiz, is to be aug- 
mented. The Regency have-published @ 
decree, confiscating the estates of all the 
Cortes, and the volunteers of Madrid and 
Seville, who accompanied them, and de- 
nouncing all the members of that body 
who voted for the late resolution declaring 
the King incapable, as guilty of high trea- 
son, and liable, of course, to capital pun- 
ishment; all, however, who will desert the 
cause, are to find pardon and reward.— 
They have re-established the Jesuits, and 
exercise a vigilant censorship over the 
press. Mina is once inore in the very 
jaws of destruction, but not, it seems aclu 
ally destroyed. The Spanish privateers 
are vigorously and successfully depredat- 
ing the French commerce. 

Acceunts from Egypt, speak of a revolt 
of the troops in the Delta of the Nile, 
which prevents the Viceroy from march- 
ing, as ordered by the Sultan, to arrest the 
progress of the Persians. 

Greece is still looking up. Her fleet is 
large and in good condition. At the head 
of the legislative branch of the-govern- 
ment, is George Konturiote, a Hyditot; 
the executive branch is directed by Petro 
Mauromichalos, formerly Prince of Maina. 
The Conrt of Vienna have determined to 
respect the Greek blockades, when main- 
tained by an effective force. 

GREEKS AND TURKS. 

By a letter from Alexandria in Egypt 
we learn that the Viceroy has received an 
order from the Sultan to place himself at 
the head of all his troops, and march to 
Bagdad to stop the progiess of the Per- 
sians, but a portion of the troops stationed 
in the Delta having revolted, it appears 
that the Pacha found it impossible to obey 
the mandate of his Highness. He had in 
effect already given orders tothe Egyptian 
feet not to sail until the commotion should 
be quieted. 

Letters from Corfu of the 25th of May, 
at the same time that thev conlirm the 
news that the Generals Marco, Bozzari, 
and Maort, had tuken the fortress of Le- 
panto by assault, also announce that Negro- 
pont had surrendered to the Greeks, by 
capitulation 5 they add that Jsouf Pacha, 
commander of the fortress of Patras, find- 
ing himself reduced to the last extremity. 
had taken refuge tm that place, whercfore 
it was conjectured that the garrison could 
not hold out bone.

A NEWSPAPER IN HAYTL 

The National Gazette of the 18th, men- 
tions having received a series to the 15th 
of July, of the Haytien Journal, entitled, 
“Le Propagateur Haytien,” political and 
literary, and edited by several Haitiens. It 
is certainly very creditable in substance 
and style, to the Haytien character. The 
politics of Europe are ably discussed, with 
the feelings and principles which prevail 
in this country. Yarious essays on Agri- 
culture are inserted with the design of 
teaching the inhabitants the importance of 
that pursuit and engaging them in rural 
economy. It is affirmed that the Island 
possesses a 30il of unequalled fertility, and 
farms enough to warrant the expectation 
that, in some years hence, its products will 
be doubled o: tripled. “ In the year 1800,” 
says the Journal, “ the amount of our ex- 
ports was of the value of more than 80 
millions of dollars. Our population is not 
as Numerous as it then was; but with me- 
thod and perseverance, we may easily 
draw from our soil, every year, forty or 
fifty millions of dollars.” 

The number for the first of June, con- 
tains a translation of the law of South Ca- 
rolina, respecting the introduction of peo- 
ple of colour into that state, which Judge 
Johnson has just decided to be unconstitu- 
tional. The Haytien editors preface it 
thus— We consign to the indignation of 
all those who aspire to be christians, or ci- 
vilized men, the following extracts of a 
law, &c. Isjt among a people of British 
origin, upon the soil of Franklin and Penn, 
where flourishes the morality of the Qua- 
kers and the Bible, that laws of this cha- 
racter are promulgated in the face of the 
sun of the 19th century? or rather is it 
among the inhabitants of New Zealand, or 
the wandering hordes of the desert of Sa- 
hara, &c.” Great indignation is expressed 
at the suspicion, that the government and 
people of Hayti have tampered, or do tam- 
per, with the negro slaves in any part of 
the world, The proclamation of Presi- 
dent Boyer of the 20th of March last, which 
forbids Haytien vesecis to anchor or touch 
at any. of the neighbouring Islands, is as- 
cribed to his wish to remove the disquie- 
tudes of friendly governments. 

The following article, trans'ated from 
the number of the 15th of June, exempli- 
fies the order of things between the British 
and Flaytien governments. 

“ His Biitannic Majesty’s frigate, Pyra- 
mus, Captain Newcomb, sailed on the 9th 
inst. for Jamaica, afier having remained at 
anchor for several days im the harbour of 
Port-au-Prince. The object of ber visit is 
not exactly known tous. Some persons 
suppose that she brought his Excellency 
the President, the compliments of the En- 
glish admiral on his arrival in these seas 
to take command of the station. Captain 
Newcomb and his officers were present, on 
horseback, at the military parace of Sunday, 
and when the Captain took leave of the 
President, it was inferred from the ex- 
pression of satisfaction in the countenances 
of both, that the result of the visit gave 
mutual pleasure.’’ 
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Great Arrival.—Letters from Laguira, an- 
nounce the safe arrival of the Dutch ship Goode 
Hoepe, of 1200 tons, and 34 guns, (24 long 24 
pounders and 10 carronades) laden with military 
clothing, stores, arms and munitions of all kinds, 
for the Colombian government, the whole valued 
at upwards ¢f one million of dollars. ‘Thi. arrival 
is not Only a fortunate circumstance for the Co- 
lombians, but is a subject of congratulation, up- 
wards of $400,000 being insured upon the cargo 
in this country. 

The United States schr. Terrier, Lieutenant 
M‘Kean, commandant, sailed from the Navy Yard 
at Washington, on Sunday afternoon last, on a 
cruise, to join the squadron in the West Indies, 
under the command of commodore Porter.

Mettoric Stone.—Account of a Meteoric Stone | 
which lately fell at Nobbleboro, as related by Mr. 
Asa Dinsmore a very intelligent farmer, by whom 


As he was at work in his field, between 4 and 
5 o’clock, P. M. of the 7th of August, his atten- 
tion was arrested by an unusual noise in the sky 
directly over his head, like the firing of many 
guns in repeated succession, and as loud as the 
report of a musket at the distance of 20 rods.— 
This noise continued four or five minutes, the 
succession of the reports growing more rapid 
until the whole sounded like the roll of a dram. 
About five minutes after this sound had ceased, 
he heard something like the noise produced by 
wind among trees, and looking up to discover the 
case, saw what he thought a cloud in quick mo- 
tion, and at that instant heard something strike 
the ground near him. He proceeded to the spot 
and found that about six rods from where he had 
been standing a stone had entered the earth to 
the depth of six inches, when striking another 
stone it broke in pieces. He thinks that the 
stone would have weighed as much as four pounds. 
‘The stone is of an ashy gray color, covered with a 
coat resembling oxyde of Iron. Its granular tex- 
ture resembles course sand-stone.—/1 istusset Int.
